The Purchase of Mutilated 


Coins. 


The following circular has been issued 


by Director Bnrchard, of the Mint Bu- 
reau, regarding the purchase of mutilated 
silver coins at the mints of the United 
States. 
The Superintendent;-; of the 


United States Mints at-Philadelphia, 
San Francisco, Carson and New Orleans, 
haye been authorized to purchase mu- 
tilated and uncurrant United States sit- 
Ter coin of standard fineness, at the rate 
of $1 per ounce, troy weight, when pre- 
sented in sums of $3 and upwards. 
Coins can be forwarded to those mints 
by registered mail, or 
by 
express- 


Charges prepaid), and the value.will be 
returned, at the seller's risk and ex- 
pense, by express, registered mail, check 
or draft. Persons sending fall-weight 
United States subsidiary silver coins 
would receive, at the rate authorized, 
eighty cents per $1 of their face value, 
but, for mutilated coins, a less amount, 
proportioned to their deficiency in legal 
weight. At the rates paid, mutilated 
silver coins will be worth at the mints: 
Per onuce, troy, $1; pur ounce, avoir- 
dupuid (about),' Ul; p«r $1 face value 
(approximately), 70 to 76.
